Eight or­ 
dinary hens* eggs were submitted to 
pressure applied externally all over the 
surface of the shell, and the breaking 
pressures varied between 400 and 673 
pounds per square inch.

stresses applied internally to twelve 
eggs these gave way at pressures vary­ 
ing between thirty-two and sixty-five 
pounds per square inch. 
The pressure 
required to crush the eggs varied be­ 
tween forty and seventy-five pounds. 
The average thickness of the shells 
was thirteen-thousandths of an inch.
